It was this move- 
ment that was behind the building 
that has come to be the Memorial 
Union project although no thought 
was given to the memorial idea at 
that time. 


About 1916 President Van Hise 


called together a group of campus 
leaders for a conference and dis- 
cussion of self government. 
The 


group had representatives from all 
campus activities and came to be 
known as the Student conference. 
Under the guidance of President 
Van Hise, who was an enthusiastic 
believer in self government, this 
body was chartered and came to be 
the present Student senate. 


Under the jurisdiction of this 


body were five groups, the Athletic 
board, 
Badger 
board, 
Cardinal 


Board of Control, Forensic board, 
and .Union board. 
With a definite 


relation between the students and 
the Union board thus established, 
the board was able to work on a 
much more satisfactory basis. 


Board Grows in Power 


The real function of the Union 


board was "to adminster to the so- 
cial needs of the students" and this 
program has never been lost sight 
of. 
Year by year the board has 


grown in strength until it counts

ROGRESSIVE leaders in the U. S. 
Senate recently warned the country 


that the conference of railroad execu- 
tives held in New York was the opening 
gun in a nation-wide campaign of propa- 
ganda to save the Esch-Cummins law 
E-r.cl to vindicate the present railroad 
management. 


A widely heralded announcement went 


out from the New York conference that 
the railroads are about to borrow §1,500,- 
000,000 to spend on new freight car 
.equipment, new locomotives and exten- 
sion of mileage. 


' Samuel Rea,' president of the Pennsyl- 


vania Railroad, E. E. Loomis, president 
of the Lehigh Valley, and other execu- 
tives gave out statements to the effect 
that a far-reaching program is to be 
launched for improving transportation 


i facilities thi-oughout the country.

ROGRESSIVES here who have led 
the fight to amend the Esch-Cum- 


mins law welcomed the announcement 
that something is to be done to remedy 
the present conditions of the railroads, 
but saw in the conference a carefully 
timed scheme to head off the growing de- 
mand for drastic amendment of the 
transportation act of 1920. 


"The conference held in New York im- 


pressed me as being of tremendous pub- 
•lic significance," Senator La Foilette 
commented on the meeting of rail execu- 
tives. 


• "The announcement that the railroads 


are about to borrow $1,500,000,000 to re- 
habilitate'their properties is of great in- 
terest. There is no question that trans- 
•portation in this country is so deficient 
at the present time that a great deal 
needs to be done to put the system to 
rights. 


"If this vast sum of money is to be 


expended, however, with the same reck- 
less 
\vastefulness 
and 
extravagance 


which have marked previous railroad ex- 
penditures under the Esch-Cummins Jaw 
and if the bulk of it is to go to equip- 
ment and supply companies in which the 
banking interests which control the rail- 
roads are interested, I fear that the pub- 
lic will be sorely disappointed in the re- 
sults achieved and will merely be loaded 
with an additional burden of 31,500,- 


. 000,000 dollars to pay in railroad rates. 


"The railroad owners will not succeed 


in any plan to divert public attention 
from the evils of railroad management. 
The Esch-Cummins law was one of the 
dominant issue's in the campaign of 1922 
in Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, Nebraska 
and other states. The railroad owners 
' will be unable to prevent the railroad 
question from becoming one of the most 
important issues of the' campaign of 
1924." 


Senator La Foilette added that the 


people are not likely to be "fooled" by 
the same tactics whi'ch the railroads 
used in 1919, following the armistice, to 
discredit government operation during 
the war and to convince the public that 
a return to private operation under the 
Esch-Cummins law meant "more efficient 
service and lower rates". 


Senator Couzens sharply rapped the 


railroad executives who participated in 
the New York conference. 


• "I have observed with great interest," 
Senator Couzens said, "the statement by 
Mr. Loomis, president of the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad, regarding the efficiency 
which the railroads are about to show. 
I hope that thisi efficiency will be ex- 
hibited 'by Mr. Loomis' own railroad. 


"The normal percentage of locomo- 


tives out of order and unserviceable on 
American railroads used to be fifteen out 
of each hundred. The percentage of Mr. 
Loomis' locomotives out of order and un- 
serviceable on the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road in January of last year was 19. In 
August of last year it was 29. In Feb- 
ruary of this year it wa 46 out of each 
hundred. It has been steadily getting 
worst. 


"Now, 
Mr. Loomis announces that the 


railroads of the United States are about 
to acquire large numbers of new loco- 
motives and new cars through vast ex- 
penditures of new borrowed money. 


"It is true that many railroads are 


more efficient toda^ than Mr. Loomis' 
It IB also true, however, that the rail-

ed Where. All Efforts to Remedy Abuses Hare Failed.

It is with great pleasure that I renew my 


subscription to The Capital Times. 
I really 


glean from it more 
down-to-the-minute de- 


pendahle and -worth-while information in eco- 
nomic, social and political problems of the day 
and of what our legislators at Madison are do- 
ing than from any other source known to me. 
Regret very much that I missed Fr. Hengell's 
communication on The Tendency Towards So- 
cialism and therefore unable to judge its- mer- 
its or demerits. Whosoever can read the signs 
of the times must recognize a strong and gen- 
eral tendency towards nationalization of nat- 
ural resources, public and quasi-public util- 
ities, partly because of gross private misman- 
agement, unscrupulous and flagrantly unjust 
profiteering, partly, too, because socialism is, 
unfortunately, in one form or another'casting 
and shaping the consciousness of mankind and 
permeating and leavening the masse*. 


To denounce anyone, however, as a dema- 


gogue ar.d agitator because he favors govern- 
ment ownership of natural resources and pub- 
lic utilities is, to say the least, missing 
the 


mark. 


True, 
PRIVATE 
OWNERSHIP NECES- 


SARY FOR A DEOENT AND RATIONAL 
SUBSISTENCE is 
based 
upon 
NATURAL 


RIGHTS, IRREVOCABLE, PERMANENT and 
INVIOLABLE, and it is the plain duty of the 
s-tate to protect private property against ag- 
gression, restrain thieves and robbers 
and 


punish them, but the so-called SUPERFLU- 
OUS GOODS of individual members, PUBLIC 
UTILITIES 
and 
NATURAL 
RESOURCES 


rest upon an altogether different basis, viz. 
lex gsr.thim, the law of the peoples, and he 
who has the right to make a law has the right 
to abrogate or modify the law. Hence if civil 


[ authority judges it necessary for the common 


good to take over natural resources and public 
utilities it would not be unethical. • But from 
this we; must not at once fly to the final con- 
clusion and say because the state can do this, 
therefore the state must or even should do so. 
What seems right in theory, may under cer- 
tain circumstances become in practice very 
rehensible and immoral. No, the jus gentium 
must remain inviolable 
unless a

is 


ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY for the 
COM- 


MON GOOD and can foe made without injus- 
tice. The decision, when a state or municipality 
should carry on various enterprises, is not so 
much a question of ethics as of necessity. Not 
infrequently sociologists claim that the state 
should conduct variolas undertakings because 
it can conduct them in a better and more per- 
fect manner than individuals or corporations. 
But this is not the correct criterion, because if 
it were -followed the state might claim the 
right to do many things which it is not called 
upon to undertake. The main criterion which 
should ba applied in acquiring public owner- 
rhip is the IMPOSSIBILITY on the part of 
individual undertakers or corporations to ful- 
fill their obligations in a SPECIFIC CASE in 
a manner demanded by the PUOBLIC WEAL. 
Thus, for instance, the deplorable condition of 
our Merchant marine demands that our gov- 
ernment continue to 
operate the 
steamship 


lines. Private capital is unwilling to develop 
our ocean shipping. As it is absolutely neces- 
sary that we should not be entirely dependent 
on foreign bottoms to carry our.foreign trade 
and to develop our commerce our government 
should continue 
to 
own . and -develop 
our 


steamship lines. Since a change from private 
to public ownership of public' utilities and nat- 
ural resources chiefly depends on -EMERGEN- 
CY, ABSOLUTE NECESSITY and DESIRA- 
BILITY and for the COMMON GOOD each in- 


! dividual citizen's judgment of nationalization 


I is valid in so far as it can be supported by

ENATOR CAPPER, chairman .of the 
farm bloc, echoed the sentiments of 


Senators La Foilette and Couzens in 
commenting on the New York confer- 
ence. 


"Irrespective of whatever increased 


efficiency the railroads may be able to 
show this summer and this fall," Senator 
Capper said, "it is my opinion that the 
members of the 'farm bloc' will still vig- 
orously demand the repeal of Section 
Fifteen A of the Transportation Act in 
t h e next Congress. 
. . . . 


"In my state'the Sante Fe railroad 


and the Union Pacific Railroad are earn- 
ing thirteen to sixteen per cent on their 
valuation. The Santa Fe has accumu- 
lated almost two hundred millions into 
its surplus. 


"The guarantee clause.in Section Fif- 


teen A of the Transportation Act brings 
it about that, in order to keep the weak 
roads profitable the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is obliged to allow the 
stronger roads to make profits which are 
excessive and intolerable. I believe that 
Section Fifteen A must be repealed- ir- 
respective of the new efficiency now 
promised." 


this question pertinently in the following man- 
ner to quote his verbatim: "The answer is that 
we-must look at motives,-.at the 'why' rather 
than the 'what;' and then confusion will disap- 
pear. If our aim is to1 prevent the abuse of 
riches, to enforce those duties of the rich that 
can reasonably he enforced, to lessen the ex- 
cess of inequality, to multiply the owners of 
property, to extend collective ownership 
or 


management to the particular cases where it^ 
has become desirable, we are on the . right 
track of social reform. But if our aim is to 
abolish riches, gradually indeed, but ultimate- 
ly; and again, slowly indeed but surely to put 
all men on one level in starting life, 
and to 


place by piecemeal and peaceful legislation in- 
deed, but still at last wholly to placo 
all 


means of production in the hands of local or 
central government; then we are.state social- 
ists." 


And thus although the particular measures 


advocated by a state socialist may be right, 
and he may work side by side with social re- 
formers to carry them, he is right merely by a 
happy chance; and his principles being wrong, 
they will issue sooner or later in particular 
measures that are wrong. 
As an immediate 


and practical test—and one is wanted, seeing 
that many say and think they are socialists 
where in reality they are sound social reform- 
ers—perhaps the best at present is a man's 
affection or aversion towards 
small 
owners 


and holders of property. If, like many reform- 
ers in Australasia and America, and many ad- 
vocates of cooperation in Europe, he desires- 
to create, increase or strengthen a .class of 
peasantry or yeomanry, his socialism is but 
nominal and innoxious; whereas .hostility to 
small ownership is a sign that, his socialism -is 
to be labelled, real and dangerous. 
I for one, 


like Fr. Hengell, cannot at the present time 
wax warm for federal ownership of our trans- 
portation systems. I fully realize that ou\r ra- 
tionalistic capitalists in their. unchecked and 
unrestrained avarice go the limit and take all 
the traffic will stand in appropriating the li- 
on's share and through .their over-capjtaliza- 
tion are looting the people; I also realize that 
haggling and quibbling is to no purpose, but 
are these evils of our railroad systems, and in 
fact of our majority industries and capita], 
essential to and inherent in the capitalistic 
system? Are they not rather unhealthy ac- 
cretions, proud flesh demanding indeed drastic 
and caustic treatment? No sane physicians 
will decapitate a patient's head to cure 
a 


headache—of course it would cure the pain, 
but, too, destroy life. It's the boast of medical 
science to overcome all obstacles that may be 
found to save life whilst scrupulously preserv- 
ing moral principles intact. With our form of 
government made more responsible and re- 
sponsive to the people and with an enlightened 
and alert citizenship thoroughly imbued with 
the importance of their civic duties and re- 
sponsibilities, putting men 
and women into 


public office who have stood the acid test of 
fair-mindedness and fair play, who are com- 
petent, and qualified to 
distinguish 
between 


passing whims and -fads of the moment 
and 


fundamental Christian principles, who 
will 


stand up courageously and defend valiantly 
justice and truth the abuses and evils of cap- 
italism .would soon be rendered innocuous if 
not entirely 
suppressed ; without 
destroying 


private ownership. We must beware of follow- 
ing the false philosophy that when any insti- 
tution is abused, the best and simplest way is 
to abolish the institution rather than lake ths 
trouble to reform the abuse. Assuredly, it is 
the simplest, bu>t not the best. 


Undoubtedly,, federal ownership has 
many 


advantages, but these advantages must not be 
stressed, emphasized ar.d exaggerated to the 
extent, of. minimizing, or destroying its disad- 
vantages, which in my opinion outweigh dol- 
lars and cents, yes, 
even 
efficient service. 


Federal ownership easily leads to state pater- 
nalism • govrnment 
officials 
and 
representa- 


tives everlastingly poking their official -noses 
into personal and family affairs. 'State pater- 
nalism, too, easily creates parasites, medioc- 
rities, and incapables by attempting to do what 
the individual and the family should do; nor 
will state paternalism relieve economic pres- 
sure or remove the yoke pressing heavily upon 
the teeming masses of the poor. Federal own- 
ership easily engenders an enslaved citizenr 
ship, or as Mr. Cole puts it by stating, "the 
large unit will always 
overcome the small, 


whenever a conflict arises." 


And-what unit is stronger than the state? 


Hot injunctions can be served for breakfast if 
necessary. 
Jails, machine guns, bullets and 


bayonets are always handy shakers for 
sea- 


soning purposes. There will be no Caesar -to 
appeal to. And we need not hark back very far 
to be reminded of state intervention with'in- 
junctions, jails- and bullets arid bayonets. We 
need not do violence to our imagination to pic- 
ture to ourselves what 
fin overdose of 'state 


absolutism would mean especially for our la- 
boring1 people. 
Dishonest and unsympathetic 


men with- government ownership will not be 
transformed into perfect super-human beings 
or pure disinterested angels and seek only to 
work for the common good of society. 
On the 


contrary, their opportunities • and power 
for 


mischief will be multiplied like during the 
World War. 


'State 
ownership always 
multiplies, 
as 


Whitman so aptly states, "the danger of the 
never-ending insolence of -selected persons," 
who all together too easily slip into irremov- 
ables and -transform 
themselves into indis- 


pensables through political intrigues. 
Power 


easily falls in love with power. -State owner- 
ship "-leads to extravagance. -Ur.cle Sam's ex- 
travagance is' proverbial and his red tape end- 
less. 
We - often boast of our mail service as 


an unprecedented federal success. • I am 
in- 


clined to think under private, management 
with a proper personnel and government con- 
trol we would get better and cheaper service 
with less red tape and higher wages for postal 
clerks. At any rate the question is debatable. 
Whilst-I do not agree with you, therefore, on 
the necessity, at least for the present, of gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads, - in spite of 
your splendid editorial on-the Esch-Oumrnins 
law. and similar editorials, all of which are 
very educational and valuable, I nevertheless 
admire your courtesy and patience, your un- 
daunted courage in defense, of the rights of 
the people and hereby congratulate and feller-
